Tlew fleet of 85 vessels, reprt'seutiJifx in 
Its show of war not only thr s()vi'r<'i>,'iity 
of U) iiationH iindtlifir great idea of in 
teriiati(.!uil frattTiiitv, but also tho 
growth in 400 years of ecience m typi 
fied in marine conatniction, mored up 
the North river in two columns, the 
Americaut on the New Jersey side and 
most of the visitors on the New York 
side, and took their offiiial stations, 
from which th^y will salute President 
Cleveland as he passes between tho 
colnmns. Then the official salutes will 
be ended And the vicitors will be in the 
category of war TMsela Tiaiting in the 
harbor. 

The warships, in moving down tho 
Hudson, can not suriiass the grand 
aaaratime jiageant of yesterday, al 
though they may be more attractive 
while ant liored in line for the review 
as the Dolphin, bearing the presidential

In addition to the flags from tho 
ehips and thousands of fiagstatta o: 
buildings, the sunbeams -were made ti 
gUlten all along the course by the wav- 
ing of thousands of hatH and hand!:'

Workshops as well as business hous 
were deserted where tneir access , 
roofs was high enougii to give vicwis ( 
the harbor and up the river, whil'! .1 1 
those who had the opportunity to a 
away joined the throng along the Me\. 
York andNew Jersev shores for closer 1 ; 
■pection. In addition to the leauin 
hotels, the interior decorations of 11 
city hall.^aritime Exchange and chaii. 
ber of commerce are very claboriito an l 
fine. 

As early as 7 o'clock crowds began t' 
assemble in every conceivable pl;i. 
where the parade could be seen froi,, 
At this hour everything was hurry an 1 
bnstle on the ships down the bay. Du- - 
ing the night and even through tli 
hours of the early morning the grejir 
ironclad vessels lay by, i|uit t audpeac 
fnl aa the grave. There was only i 
occasional "all's well" from the otricer 
of the watch or the creaking of an 
anchor chain to break tho monotonou s 
silence. 

At 4 o'clock, however, the whole 
thing changed when two bells (4 
o'clock) rang out on the flagship Phil.t 
delphia. The 300 Jack Tars who in:i:i 
this stanch vessel rubbed their eye.s, 
rolled over once or twice in their huiU' 
mocks and then btmnoed oat on deck, 
ready for duty. 

About 9 o clock it became eviilei.t 
from the activity displa>*d aboard ili 
Philadelphia that the start was sooa to 
be made. Sailors were rushing hero 
and there obi-yiug cominamls. The ve - 
sels comprising thi* tieet covered uTit" 
a large area and the signals iesned on 
the Philadelphia could not bo seen i \ 
all the vessels. They were taken U j 
however, and passed along the line. 

Shortly before the 10 o'clock bells i. 
gan to ring tlie color m.in ; on the 
delphia ran unt the si^rnal to get read} 
for tho start, which was done by dii. 
playing the three letters M, N, H. ov 
rather the tiags which represent theS' 
letters in the international code. Tii.' 
was closely followed by an order to g> t 
the admirals commanding to have ih 
anchors of the vessels raised. One 
more the three ttags ran u]> th:^ iniz/.en 
mast of the Philadelphia, which to th 
experienced eye read: "All righ: 
make the start." 

The start was made jjromptly at !): I" 
The two admirals and their tlagsl.i.i 
led tho way at a rate of eiglit or i!;n 
knots an hour. A brisk breeze ciiri' 
the water into while-capi)e(l br( aiv - 
but the magnificent ships glided aion^ 
eo emoothiy that their motion scarcely 
seemed perceptible. A cable and a h;: :i' 
length separated each ship from th ■ 
other, and this distance was maniteste ! 
with absolute j^irecision. 

At 10:15 the immense throng of peo- 
ple that fringed the Battery seawall 
■aw a glittering brassv^ik, a show ot' 
cream white hulls, and butf-funmls 
and tall spars far down the bay, and 
the word that tho long looked for Heel 
was almost at hand was passed from 
mouth to mouth. 

As the column proceeded up the river 
the leaders gradually reduced their 
speed, and there was a shortening of 
the intervals between the vessel.. 
When the Philadelphia and Ltlako 
■wached Ninety-eighth street tho vessels 
were comparatively close together, but 
the Brazilian fleet had not %!t iiass.d 
the Battery. Before 2 o'clock all th" 
■hlpa bad reached their allotted iio^i- 
tloni and dropped anchor for today's 
review by Preeident Cleveland. All the 
ocean ateamers at th(« piers were dressed 
in the code of international signals, and 
made quite a contrast with the war- 
ships, which did not don their fignal 

The arrangements made for the presi- 
dent and his party by members of the 
committee are as follows: C. C. Bald- 
win and Clarence W. Bowen will escort 
them from the Victoria hotel to the 
Dolphin, at the foot, of Twenty-third 
street, where they will review the pa- 
rade. Upon leaving the Dolphin the 
preeident will arrive at the foot of 
Ninety-sixth street. He will be escort 
ed from that point to the Victoria ho- 
tel by Walter Stanton and J. Edward 
Simmons. At the Victoria hotel lie 
will be turned over to the committee, 
who will e«5ort him to the ball

The reception given to the officers of 
the visiting naval fleets and the Duke 
of Veragua by tho Union League club, 
was a most brilliant afTalr. Nearly 
1,000 people were present. The army, 
the navy and oivil life were HH tmf 
sented.

Taylor in appointing a receiver. For 
p'.u li a case till) o|)inion is not long, 't 
simply takes up the e-xcejitions Keriati:ri 
and decides that tlure has been no er- 
ror in tho action of the trial court in 
the appointment of the ret eiver. or the 
admission of the disputed territory.

Oklahoma Citv, O. T., April 27.— 
Communication has been partly re 
stored and provee that the cyclone 
were very disastrous ones. 

Two distinct cyclones, a terrific hail 
atorm and a waterspout combined to 
Wreak awful destruction in the newly 
JjuiU/towns of Oklahoma. It is report- 
ed that (5'-2 lives were sacrificed. It in 
positive that 40 were killed, while 
several were fatally and aoona |erioiis- 
ly in.iured. The damage to property is 
inestimable. 

The name» of the victims so far a 
known are: Rev. J. M. Cam, Mrs. and 
Mrs. Perry, Mr. and Mrs. Banks,* Miss 
Ella, Jerry and Frank Banks, John 
O'Connor, wife, two sons and thret 
daughters, the whole family of a Z\h- 
Johnson consisting of five persons. 

Orders for !U coflins have been n- 
ceived here^nd at Norman. Supplier 
have been tdegraplied for iMm other 
points. 

The brunt of the storm was laid n; < 

tho pro.-porous little town of Norina;i 
on the i^anta Fo railroad, abmit 20 mi!.' 
south of here. At that point ;]1 peopl 
were killed, dozens injured ani ti.e 
town almost completely destroyed. Peo- 
ple wore frenzied and can not give au< 
estimate of their lose, and know noth- 
ing except to care for the dead and in- 
jured. 

The first signs of the impending d:. 
ger were seen late in the afternoon r.i 

Sail of dark clouds overshadowing ti 
orthwest for miles around, whiu 
further away to the west rushing cout' 
be seen the cyclone. Men left thei- 
business places and hurried to thvi' 
hoinee. and all who could quickl. 
Bougiif the cyclone caves. 

,\1 7:::o tke storm swooped down r\ 
the town of Moore. Housi.s with \ \ 
ci()u.-( lives were caught up and corrn i 
before the angry torment. Great tru 
were twisted off, and bams and fences 
and everything in ita path were laid 
low. 

Passing along for eight miles it 
struck the town of Norman, where the 
damage was repeated. Then on to 
Downs and Keokuk Falls, and tlirou li 
Pottowotoniie county. 

The house of J. O'Connor near Jlooi e 
was destroyed and O'Connor and his 
wife and three children and five neij^di- 
bors who had sought shelter in building 
were crushed to death. O'Connor s 
dead bodv was found a mile away. A 
schoolteacher who boarded there was 
carried two miles and her body fear- 
fully crushed and torn. 

The frame house of John Banks was 
torn to pieces and he was killed, while 
otlieru of his family of six were badly 
injured, three of the children and Mrs. 
BaiiKs fatally. Tho home of Henry 
Dy» r wivs demolished. 

West of Norman eight houses were 
demolished and five people badly in- 
jured. East of the stricken town two 
men and two women were killed. 
Around Norman, after the oydooe, a 
fearful haitstrom started in, and after 
it a violent rainstorm. It waa too dark 
to search for victima and in the morn- 
ing the men got quickly to work and 
commenced the rescue. Help from 
neighboring towns soon arrived, and 
before nightfall something like comfort 
was provided. -Everything, however, 
is in confusion, and it will be impossi- 
ble to gain a correct 'list ot the casual- 
ties for some time yet. 

Four houses were swept away in 
Payne county and thousanos of dollars 
damage done to property, but nobody 
was "killed. . 

Thi* village of Keokuk is reported 
swept ^ay, but no particulars are ol>- 
, tainable. 

East of Norman fivu people were 
killed. One man waa carried a long 
distance and hurled to the ground, 
breaking his neck. Several others were 
killed by houses falling on them. One 
man was hurled into a creek and 
drowned. EUghteen or twenty farms 
were swept clean of everjrthing. 

Near Moore one man waa lolled and 
several were injured, and a eiiunber of 
houses were demolianed. 

Along the line of the Cherokee atrip 
the tents of the boomers were carried 
away and wagona wrecked, bat no one 
was injured. . 

It I'niKes ThroiiKU Aikaasaa. 
Fort Smith, Ark . April 27.— A cy- 
clone swept on the little town of Jen- 
aoHj 14 miles south of here, about mid- 
night, blowing down nine buildings 
and damaging several others. Three or 
four freight cars were blown from the 
track, and a portion of the Frisco depot 
carried away. 

Considerable damage was also done 
at the mining town of .lenny Lind. One 
man is reported injured there and one 
child at Jensou. Reports as to the dam- 
age through the country iu the track of 
the storm are meager. 

St. Paui.^ April 27.— Another big 
snowstorm is raging in the northern 
part of the state. Eight inches of snow 
u reported to have fallen at Brainard, 
and It is still coining down. In this city 
light rains haire Seen fUUnf (or the 
paat M hours.

No Scale Agrreed Upon at a

operators of the Pomeroy bend, and a 
large number of miners, held an all-day 
meeting on contract prices. Tho miners 
now get iii.^a per hundred bushels foi 
all kinds of coal. On this price they 
asked an advance of 25 cents jier hun- 
dred. The ojterators otrerii,d last year's 
prices on coal for foreign Ibhipment and 
a cut of .' > cents per hundrad on coal 
mined fur local consumption.

The experts of the Agrienltoral De- 
partment recently had their attention 
turned to the subject of artificial and 
adulterated coff^. A scientific investi- 
gation has been made under the direction 
of Professor H. W. Wiley, chief chemist 
of ^he department, with aatonishing re- 
sults. Thirty samples from sm many dif- 
ferent stores were obtained, of what the 
dealen declared to be pure coflbe. Of 
these twenty-six samples, or ])er 
cent., were adi^lterated, or if there is in- 
cluded a sample containing no cotTei! at 
al), this percentage is increased to 90. 
In fifteen samples the purctyuer obtained 
half or less than half the coflTee he paid 
for. The retail price of thia bogaa coffee 
was equal to that asked for the pure 

article. A sample pnrcliased from a 
Iciuling grjcer as liio for 2d cents a pound 
contained no ooflise at all. Another par- 
chased as Mocha and Java at 'Jo cents a 
pound was adulterated 75 per cent. The 
worst adulteration waa shown in ground 
coU'ec, but three samples of roasted whole 
colFee purchased by them proved to be 
mixed with imitation cofilees. 

Alexander J. Wetlderman, special agent 
of the Department of Agriculture, re- 
ports that the artificial cofTeo bean is 
identical with the genuine green or 
roasted cofTee. It Is almost impqesible 
to detect the fraud with the eye. It is 
molded by machinery in the same man- 
ner as druggists' pills. Having little or 
no taste or o.lor, if'j only mission is to in- 
crease the bulk ami weight uf Uio gen- 
oine article. It was originally of Ger- 
maii manufacture, l)ut h.is lately been 
made in largo quantitie.H in New York, 
Philadelphia, Jepjcy City .uid elsewhere. 
The sale of tho bean has beefi tremen-
